There were 
two batches of schoolchildren: |, 
one bateh was given artificial sun- 
light, the other was’ not. The 
results, says the Council, show ‘no 
gain in weight ,height, or observed, 
mentality and spirita and the in- 
cidence of minor ailments, such 
as ‘colds,’ ‘was actually higher 
umong those receiving the light.’ 
About this I would say, first, that 
you cannot generalise on one ¢x- 
periment; next, I would say, that 
from this experiment you could 
not.except uny other result: 

“Here were cHildren: in a com- 
paratively healthy and open quar- 
ter of London. Presumably they 
were healthy to begin with :and 
the bactericidal power of their 
blood was high.

Bute, a’ most unpopular Minis r, 
was largely responsible for the 
Peace of Paris, and his enemies 
said he used these negotiations to 
raise the meney to pay. for the 
mansion.

Shelburne, as Prime Minister,
